In 2014, American Forests and Davey Resource 
Group created an Ushan Tree Canopy Assessment & 
Planting Plan forthe City of Hartford and KNOX. 
‘This report included a baseline data st of the exiting 
‘urban forest, analysis of recent changes and trends, 
and provided some tools and other resources that will 
‘enable the City and the community to manage the 
reforestation effort. The assessment found that 
toe canopy cavers 25.1% of the 
City’s 11,577 acres. A Tree 
Canopy Action Plan by TO 
Design was released this 
past September; the 
link to the report is, 
available on the 
Capital Forest 
Facebook page. 
‘This eport was 
funded through 
the Partners for 
Places match- 
ing grant pro- 
tram, led by the 
Funders" 
‘Network (TFN) 
for Smart Growth 
and Livable 
Communities, in part- 
nership with the Urban 
Sustainability Directors 
"Network. The Action Plan is 
‘broader than the Davey report. It 
includes the entire tree eanopy, 
specifically, the trees on private 
property. Why is that important? 
‘About half of Hartford's trees are 
‘on private property 

The goal isto have a wee 
‘canopy that covers 35% of the City in $0 years. This 
includes increasing the existing 568,000 trees by 
150,000. But just as importantly, it means protecting 
and caring for the existing tees. The Action Plan is 
detailed as to how many are to be planted annually 
‘on both private property and public. The Hartford 
Parks Trust Fund has designated a percentage each 
year to support replacing and planting new tees. 
Clearly other sources of funding are needed, and with 
this report, the Cty can apply for grants and other 
external funding sources, Funding to assist the private

sector will come from a municipal/aon profit partner- 
ship. It will guide and support residents in expanding 
existing yard trees through programs. KNOX's Trees 
For Hartford Neighbochood (TFHIN) has offered tree 
giveaways. Suggestions about other ways to entice 
homeowners include offering incentives and rebate 
programs.

Another way 
to protect resis through regula- 
tions. Hartford's stringent tee eg 
‘ulations protects the tees in the 
private sector and acts a a guide 
for trees on public property as well 
Is it worth the cost and effort? The first reason that 
comes to everyone's mind is environmental benefits. 
But! believe the biggest impact in the growth of 
Hartford’ tree canopy will be improving the health of 
Hartford residents. They clean our air, and make it 
more comfortable inside and out. The economic 
impact is that thet shade reduces cooling costs and 
there are significant energy savings. 
‘So even if you aren'ta tree hugger, you too will 
benefit from growing our tee canopy.
